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Dear Mr. Rankin: 

During the Secretary’s appearance before the Commission 
on June 10, 1964, he agreed to provide a number of items of 
additional information. 

First, the Secretary stated that he would send the 
Commission the tapes of the Voice of America broadcasts for 
the first twenty- four hours after the assassination. These 
are being sent to you under separate cover. 

He also said that he would provide any written transcript 
o t is material which was available and I am enclosing these 
transcripts (TAB A). The Secretary was specifically asked 
whether it was true that the Voice of America "reported immedi- ' 
ately after the assassination that "right-wing elements" were 
responsible. In response to our request, the Director of the 
Voice of America prepared the attached memorandum on this 
point (TAB B) . It does, I think you will find, definitively 
refute this allegation. It also describes the other Voice of 
America material referred to above. 

Second, the Secretary agreed to supply copies of our 
intelligence reports regarding reactions in foreign countries 
particularly those in Eastern Europe, concerning the assassin- 
ation. Copies of -.these reports are enclosed (TAB C).

The Secretary also said he would send the Commission copies 
of .speeches by Castro concerning President Kennedy which the 
Prime Minister gave both before and just after the assassin- 
ation. Copies of these speeches are enclosed (TAB D). 
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Finally, the Secretary was asked for copies of any press 
statements made by the Department immediately after the assassin- 
ation. Enclosed are copies of two statements issued by the 
Acting Secretary on November 22, 1963, immediately after the 
assassination (TAB E). The following statement was also read 
to newsmen by Department of State spokesman Richard I. Phillips 
on November 23, 1963: 

"While in the past it has been customary to 
request the formal resignation of chiefs of American 
diplomatic missions upon the succession of Office 
of a new President, the submission of formal letters 
of resignation is not repeat not requested or 
desired. The new President has asked that all 
chiefs of mission remain at their posts and con- 
tinue to discharge their duties." 

There were no press releases or statements issued on November 24th 
I hope this information will be helpful to the Commission.
